Lem berg, which is nine 
miles west ol Hie city limits.

R a w s Rusks, 
which ie tile main line of travel north 
ward. 
This, it is considered, gives the Kus 
sians the alternative of prepa ring for 
speedy eval uation or of trying to hold 
the city, witn tile risk of being en 
veloped

M ackeuseu's 
army 
sweepin g around s o u th e as tw a rd and 
forming a junction with General Lin 
s i n g e r s forces. 
Grand Duke Nicholas, th e Russian 
c o m m an d e r in chief, appal ently has 
begun to realize the th re a ten i n g dan 
g tr s , for he has ordered the 
with­ 
d rawal of all Russian forces from the 
south bank of the Dniester. Military 
opinion in Berlin is that he ( a n n o t ex ­ 
tricate his huge a rm ies witiiout suf 
feting heavy losses in men aud m a 
ferial. 
E m p e ro r William, it was orth tally

Rawa Ruska the Russians were a t ­ 
tacked by G erm an troops aud driven 
back. 
In the region to the n orthw est of 
Bhavli aud to the wen* of the upper 
Dubysa river several Russian attacks, 
carried out in part by strong forces, 
resulted in failure. 
Regarding the approaching crisis in 
the Galician cam paign the Bourse Ga 
sette, of Pc-trogiad, says: 
“ lf, in view of th e continued G e r­ 
man reinforcem ents in Galle la. the sit­ 
uation forces us to choose between

execution, and a fter he had been se­ 
cretly taken from the 'F u lt o n county 
jail to the s t a t e prison farm at Mil­ 
ledgeville. 
The e x c ite m e n t of the crowds on the 
stre e ts after the g o v e rn o r’s actlou be­ 
cam e known subsided 
som ew hat as 
the day wore on. A m a s s m eeting was 
held on the capitol grounds. 
It was 
estim ated that th e crowd num bere d 
25o0. Several sp e a k e rs took exception 
to G overnor S lato n ’s action. 
Ald those at the m eeting who could 
later crow ded into the hall of the 
house of rep rese n tativ es , w here other 
sp e ak e rs m ounte d the rostrum. 
Many seem ed to doubt F ra n k had 
beeu 
taken to Milledgeville, and a 
co m m ittee of Ave was appointed to 
go to the jail to Aud out.

hall. 
Several a r r e s t s were m ade af 
te r mounted police au d patrolmen had 
m ade futile efforts to disperse ti^* de 
m onstrants.

G overnor Slaton issued a sta te m e n t 
of

15,000 words, ex ­ 
plaining his action. 
Ile m aintained 
th e re was reasonable doubt of F r a n k ’s 
guilt of the m u r d e r of Mary Phagan. 
He devoted much of his sta te m e n t to 
the part th e negro, J a m e s Conley, the 
prosecution’s 
chief 
witness, 
might 
have plaved in th e crime. 
" Fee ling as I do about this case," 
said the governor in giving out his 
state m en t, “ I would be a m u rd e rer it 
I allowed this man to hang, it m ean s 
that I m ust live in obscurity the rest 
of my days, but I would rath e r be 
plowing in a field th a n to feel for tile 
rest of my life that I had that man s 
blood on my hands." 
In his s ta t e m e n t G overnor Slaton 
reviewed the circ u m sta n ce s s u r ro u n d ­ 
ing the m u rd er of Mary Phagan, the 
conviction of F ra n k and his appeals 
for clemency.

The supreme court in Its decision 
reversed the federal district couit In 
New Jersey which dismissed the gov 
em inent’* Sherman law and coimnodi 
ties clause suit against the railroad 
and the coal company.

Washington. June 22.—The “grand 
father" clause in the Annapolis, Md., 
election statute and also in the Okie 
boma amendment were annulled an 
unconstitutional by the United States 
supreme court. 
Chief Justice White announced the 
decision, holding that it was a viola 
tton of the fifteenth amendment to ae 
lect an arbitrary date, such as I»bt>, in 
fixing the qualifications of voters. Tin 
decision is believed to reach “grand 
father clause” legislation in man) o» 
the states. 
The court held that Oklahoma had 
not meant to provide a literary test 
for its voters, if the restriction as to 
those qualified to vote in I w a s ll 
legal, and hence struck down that tes 
tlmony, although holding that, stand 
log alone, such a test was constitu 
tional. 
Property and other tests for voter 
enacted by the Maryland legislature 
for Annapolis, in which the “grand 
father” clause was inserted, wert held 
to be so closely related to the “grand 
father” clause as to make all the quai 
ltkgtions fail.

sought to enforce such clause- 
could be held amenable to law for de 
uylbg persons a right to vote, aud
